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INTRODUCTION 


The primary goal of this vocabulary list is to bring some order to 
the teaching of vocabulary in the first two years of Tamil. Three main 
criteria were employed in selecting words for this list: (1) high 
frequency, any word with a frequency of over 20 per 100,000 in Modern 
Literary Tamil (MLT) was normally included as was any comparable word in 
Colloquial Tamil (CT), (2) usage, any word commonly used by American 
students either in their readings or in living in South India, (3) 
adequacy, a complete enough semantics to allow the student to express 
himself however haltingly and to allow Tamil to Tamil glossing in more 
advanced texts. The actual words were taken from R. Shanmugam's A Word 
Frequency List for Modern Tamil and commonly used texts along with enough 
additions to meet the adequacy criterion above, Selection in many cases 
became somewhat arbitrary, and the author solicits additions and corrections 
to this list. The ultimate goal is a standard vocabulary which the 
student can have mastered completely within two years, which is in itself 
adequate, and which can form a reasonable base for more advanced work, 
This does not mean that vocabulary should be limited to this list, but 
rather that these items be stressed and other words deemphasized. 


A secondary goal is to help the student through the vocabulary maze 
of Tamil diglossia. Having been on innumerable occasions at a loss as 
to what the CT equivalent is of a word I knew in MLT or vice versa, [| 
considered it necessary to provide both the MLT and CT forms for every 
entry. Due to differences in teaching approaches, the CT form has been 
given in both Tamil and Roman scripts. Due to the nature of the sources 
and its primary use, this vocabulary list is primarily in MLT and is 
glossed in both CT and English. As a result, the CT content is often 
somewhat more derivative than would have been ideal. The semantic 
grouping of items in Appendix I is an attempt to allow access to the list 
through CT or English. As work advanced on this project, the number of 
useful High Literary Tamil (HLT) words became sizable. These have been 
handled as a third variant entered in brackets after or under the main 
MLT entry. Thus, in varying degrees three styles of Tamil are indicated 
along with their English glosses. These English glosses try to indicate 
the basic meanings which should come to the student's mind first, Rare 
and archaic meanings have generally been avoided, although difficult 
to find meanings such as CT idioms are sometimes included. 


There were criteria which had to be applied to selecting variant 
forms even in MLT. In general, the form which is the most useful is 
given. Occasionally, two alternates are given with the first slightly 
more common. Readily derivable forms have not been included except when 
they have a noteworthy significance of their own. Thus, verbal nouns and 
causatives are not normally given, Sanskrit loans are given in their more 
Sanskritic form (yeuge rather than YSHeio) since the conversions of 
the Grantha letters are well known and predictable, but not vice versa, 
i,e., Ym GS implies a variant 'yg@Ssiaeib, but not the other way around. 
The CT forms are based on urban non-Brahman norms from the central dialects, 
chiefly, Tiruchiruppalli, Thanjavur, and Madurai, Rarely, northern and 


southern variants are given. 
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Due to its goals and format, this List is primarily oriented towards 
the Tamil instructor and the advanced student, In particular, in its 
current form this list is not intended for the direct use of the beginning 
student or for self-instruction. A basic knowledge of Tamil grammar is 
assumed, Many of the glosses are intended more as aids to memory recall 
than as totally adequate definitions. The words require considerable 
explanation of their use which can only be done in class by a teacher. 


Use of Vocabulary List 


The main vocabulary list is presented in three columns. ‘The left 
hand column which is preceded by the reference number has the Modern 
Literary Tamil (MLT) form occasionally with its High Literary Tamil (HLT) 
equivalent in brackets, Verbs are followed by their verb classification 
number according to Graul's system, Verbs that exist in two classes 
such as weak--strong pairs are followed by a double number such as 2, /6. 
Irregular verbs have their infinitive and converbial [adverbial participle| 
in parentheses following the imperative. The middle column gives the 
Colloquial Tamil (CT) equivalent of the MLT form, This is given both in 
Roman script according to the system used in H. Schiffman's Reader for 
Advanced Spoken Tamil (see Part II, pp. 2-7) and in Tamil script with 
diacritics (see next section). The Roman is given first with the Tamil 
following or more commonly underneath, Due to the slightly varying 
systems, the two versions do not always provide the same information 
concerning pronunciation, If there is more than one CT equivalent to 
the MLT form, these are numbered individually and are also »lossed separately 
in English when necessary. The Roman version of CT verbs is followed by 
a hyphen (-) if weak and by a double hyphen (=) if strong; weak--strong 
pairs are followed by (-/=), Irregular or rare pattern verbs (Graul 
system groups l, 4, 5, 7) are followed by their infinitive and converbial 
in parentheses in both scripts. Unusual obliques ave given for nouns 
inside brackets in both scripts. The right hand column gives the English 
meaning, Different giosses of the same Tamil meaning are separated by 
commas; glosses of different Tamil meanings are separated by semicolons, 
Occasionally, a meaning is explained rather than glossed. In this case, 
it is double underlined. Explanations or complex meanings may be 
followed by colons which in turn are followed by common one word glosses. 
Optional words and grammatical explanations are normally given in 
parentheses. When a meaning or gloss applies only to the CT form, it is 
single underlined, When a given meaning or gloss applies only to the 
Literary Tamil form, it is enclosed in brackets, Glosses using terms 


common only in South Asian usage are enclosed in double quotation marks. 


Appendix I groups the words by semantics and usage. The entries are 
somewhat abbreviated with only the Roman version vf CT and shorter glosses 
given. The reference number preceding each entry refers to the main list. 
Within any one lettered subgrouping, a word is normally given only once 


-although it coul’ go in more than one division. Only the meanings applicable 


to the semantic g-oup under consideration are commonly given although 
basic meanings are sometimes included for reference. Appendix II gives 
the few words which have a high frequency in Literary Tamil, but were 
not included in the main list because of a more common synonym. These 
words will only interest people concerned with HLT or formal MLT. 
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Conventions for Writing Colloquial Tamil 


Since the normal script used for Modern Literary Tamil is in many 
ways ambiguous for colloquial pronunciation, it has been necessary to 
add a system of diacritics to make the pronunciation clear. As far 
as possible use the literary script and its conventions to indicate the 
pronunciations of the colloquial dialects; for example, there is no need 
to mark the predictably voiced consonants. The spelling conventions of 
MLT should be maintained to make for easier reading and dictionary use 
even if the contrasts are not maintained in most dialects, i.e., 1) 
distinct from str, J distinct from ® , w distinct from «er. 
Grantha letters ahould be used -therever appropriate. Vowels should 
be indicated as spoken. This requires that the vowel 6Jor be written as 
ou since st6T is a common sequence in CT. In general, try to use 
the systems that modern writers use to indicate CT in their writings. 


Diacritics: 


Superposed circle (661). The letter is not to be pronounced, but it 
may have a predictable effect on the preceding vowel. The letter 
will have its full pronunciation when followed by another vowel. 
This diacritic is used only finally and contrasts with the normal
